We feel that it is time this area looked «to 



the welfare ofthose citizens that havecontribufc 
ed so much to our growth in the past and can con-: 
tinue to do service in the future. 

The preliminary survey and planning appli- 
cation, which hopefully will bring in a $40,000 
grant, will determine if there is a need in this 
area for such a project.

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The Veterans Administration re- 
ported today that some \ 6,100 
wive s>- and widows of veterans 
and servicemen are taking ad- 
vantage of educational assistance.. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said cer- 
tain wives and widows became 
eligible for benefits under the law 
when it became effective Dec. 1, 
1968.! 

. The law makes educational as- 
sistance available to wives or 
widows of veterans with service- 
connected total and permanent 
'disabilities, and widows of vet- 
erans or servicemen who die of 
service-connected .causes. 

Also eligible the wives or 
widows of . veterans who die of 
nonservke-connected causes while 
totally and permanently disabled, 
in addition, the law covers chil- 
dren of such veterans and ser- 
vicemen. '" 

Johnson also reported that one 
trainee - ln^- six— was- under— 25 
years of age when she entered 
training. 

The VA chief added that more 
than half of the wives and widow 
trainees, about 54 per cent, pur- 
sued their education in college, 
while about one in 12, just over 
8 per cent, studied in graduate 
schools. 

Almost half of the college train- 
ees, 48 per cent, were enrolled 
on a part-time' basis, while just 
over 85 per cent of those study- 
ing below -college level did so 
on a full-time basis, . Johnson 
said. .-. » 

-He urged persons interested in 
applying for such benefits' to con- 
tact their nearest regional office. 



Damage to a car, home, or 
other non-business property may 
qualify as a deduction on Federal 
income tax returns, E. P. Train- 
or, District Director of Internal 
Revenue for Northern Illinois, 
said. 

Tax deductions may usually be 
taken when the damage to. non- 
business property occurs from a 
natural disaster such as a fire, 
flood,' storm or hurricane. Losses 
from theft may also be deducted. 
However, losses resulting from 
such causes as rust, erosion, ter- 
mites, moths or disease are not 
deductible.

Only thojimount of the net toss 
of property used for personal pur- 
poses, in excess of $100 per cas- 
ualty or theft, is deductible; 
MarrTed taxpayers filing joint- re^ 
turns need to exclude only $100 
for each casualty loss. If .they 
file separate returns, each is sub- 
ject to the $100 .exclusions. 

Damage to /a car may also 
qualify as a casualty loss if the 
accident was not due to the tax-. 
payer's negligence or willful act. 
Trainor said that no deduction 
may be taken for amounts paid 
for damage to another car with 
which, the. taxpayer collided. 

On theft losses, the deduction 
.may be taken .in the year it is 
discovered. No deduction is, per- 
mitted for lost or mislaid prop- 
erty. ;

Illinois counties received food as- 
sistance through the TJ.^, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Food' Stamp 
Program, during December, ac- 
cording to Dennis M. Doyle, Mid- 
west- regional director of Food 
and Nutrition Service. -

income persons. 

During December, Illinois par- 
ticipants received nearly $3.7 mil- 
lion worth of food coupons of 
which around $375,000 were bonus 
coupons. This was a bonus aver- 
age of $5,38 per person.

835,000 persons were in the pro- 
gram during December. Total 
value of coupons was over $16 
minion of which 31 percent was in 
bonus coupons. ■ The regional 
bonus average' was $6.09 per per- 
| eon. 

By participating In the Food 
Stamp Program, low-income fam- 
ilies can buy more food by ex- 
changing the amount of money 
they normally spend on food for 
coupons worth more- than they 
paid. 

Recipients spend coupons Just 
like cash, at authorized retail 
food stores, for any domestic 
food. They cannot purchase 
items like- household cleansers, 
tobacco .or liquor with the cop- 
pons.

—(Continued-frontpage one) — 
selves. It would make expressions 
for them. ' 

If a single person, or the small- 
est local group within a com- 
munity, has -a voice in the solu- 
tion of governmental problems — 
whether that voice is right, part- 
ly right or wrong — it needs to 
be preserved. Then democracy 
exists and thrives: " 

True democracy is people with 
the ability to exert an opinion- 
force upon the solution of any 
governmental problem. This is lo- 
cal in its action and in its 
strength. When this local voice is 
diminished or silenced, then de- 
mocracy fades "away. / " -. 

In order to maintain democrat- 
ic processes, there must be. an 
ever-abiding and ever - lasting 
faith in the individual. 

We conclude — and start again 
— with the granting of faith to 
the youth of this nation. 

Their rejection, of the Estab - 
lishment adds to the hope that 
government will not submerge the 
people. It is true, that the young 
dissenters hove not yet provided 
solutions to the Bigness problem: 
BUt they arc prompting them - 
selves and others to think about 
solutions. 

Sometimes, without even know- 
ing it solutions may come from 
the past. Dissenters from Eng- 
land and Europe came to Ameri- 
ca to escape the Establishment 
which confined them there. They 
found ways to govern themselves, 
under the concept of pursuing in- 
alienable rights of life, liberty and 
happiness. 

They also originated a variety 
of local government called town 
government. It turned wilderness 
into a governable community — 
but with the people's -voice ring- 
ing loud and clear, and without 
fail.
